INDIA FACE SHAKE-UP UNDER 
NEW PLAN FOR INDEPENDENCE

India's some 600 ruling princes

Indian independence and it won't 
be surprising If five-sixths of them 
don't survive the ordeal.

Mahatma Gandhi the most power- 
ful figure in the country,

This apparently doesn't preclude

His Exalted Highness the Nlzacj 
of Hyderbad. He is absolute ruler

world. It has been estimated that 
he has $1,500,000,000 In Jewels alone.

CONVICTION OF THREE 
TOBACCO COMPANIES 
CONFIRMED BY COURT 


HIGH TRIBUNAL UPHOLDS 
CHARGES VIOLATING 
ANTI-TRUST ACT 


WASHINGTON, June 10— < 


The supreme court held today that 
three big tobacco companies had 
conspired to form a monopoly nnd 
unheld their conviction under th* 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 


In a 6-to-O decision, the court <Je- 


clarod it was not necessary to show 
competitors actually had been ex- 
cluded. It was the first time the 
court had ruled on the point. 


The case Involved the R. J. Rey- 


nols Tobacco Company, Liggett and 
Myers Tobacco Company and the 
American Tobacco Company. They 
were fined a total of $255,000 In U. 
S. 
District Court In 
Lexington, 


Ky. The Sixth Federal 
Circuit 


Court upheld the conviction. 


Justice Burton delivered the ft-0 


decision. Justices Reed and Jack- 
son did not participate. 


Burton nnld tho companies "have 


been found to have conspired 
to 


establish a monopoly and also to 
hnve the power and Intent to estab- 
lish and maintain the monopoly. 
To hold that they do not 
come 


within tho prohibition of the Sher- 
man Act would destroy the force 
of that act." 


The companies asked the 
Su- 


preme Court to review numerous 
questions but It agreed to consid- 
er only whether actual exclusion 
of competitors Is a necessary de- 
ment for monopolization, under the 
terms of the Sherman Act. 


The Justice department contend- 


eed Its case against the companies 
showed there was "Intent and pow- 
er to produce a result which 
the 


law condemns—oxcluulon of com- 
petitors." It argued that "neither 
on authority nor on reason Is the 
further clement of actual exclusion 
of competitors necessary to 
this 


offense" (of monopolization).

Texas Highway Commission will 


open bids Tuesday, June 25. in 
Austin for 7.448 miles of dirt and 
drainage structures 
on Highway 


31 between Silver City and Daw 
Bon. 
This is the last gap in thin 


cardinal highway from East Tcx- 
aji to Waco, Austin, San Antonio, 
and Mexico not finished or under 
construction, although a subiti- 
tute road via Pursley and FarUh- 
vllle Is available as an all-weather 
route. 
Distance Reduced. 


The new route will reduce the 


distance between Dawson and Cor- 
sicana approximately nine miles. 
The dirt and drainage structures 
on Highway 31 from Corslcana to 
Stiver City, north of Purdon, were 
completed prior to the interruption 
incident to the war. 
When 
the 


pavement of the route IB scheduled 
has not been revealed, but It is 
believed in local road circles that 
this work will be, done In 1947. 


The old road between the Smith- 


Henderson county line and Tyler 
is being re-worked and put in the 
best of condition, 


Farm-to-Market I loads. 


Plans have been completed here 


for four farm-to-market roads to 
be constructed by the state and 
contracts on them are expected 
during the summer. They Include 
Silver City to Blooming Grove, 
Powell-Elm Flat, Frost to 
Ellifl 


county line to connect with Ellis 
county all-weather roads, and Cur- 
rle to Rushing in South Navarro 
county. 


The RIchland 
Creek

bridge and relief structures will
